our good and faithfut Fellow-Subjeds, than by our own Deſerts; > 
becauſe thereby the weakneſs of the Faction is diſcover'd, which:

which has al ways been Popularity, -and Majority of Voices: ; 
They-will tell us, _That the Voices of a People are' not to be

| -well as Friends have free Admiſſion ; but while.our Argument 
was {eryiceable to-their Intereſts, they coud-boalt.that.the The- 
aters}ayere True i Proteſtant ard, came anffilting* to the Plays, 
- where their own Triumphs'were repreſented. But let:theminow 
aſſure themſelves, that they can make the major part of no Afſem- 
bly, except 1t be a Meeting-Houſe. Their go of Popularity 
is ſpent, -and the- natural Current of Obedience 1s, in ſpight of 
them, at laſt prevalent. 'In which, y Lord, after the merciful 
Providence ot God, the unſhaken Reffinon,- and prudent Car- 
riage of the King, and the inviolable Duty, and manifeſt Innocence 
of his Royal Highneſs, the prudent Management of the Mini- 
ſters, 15 alſo, mo conſpicuous. I am not particular in this Com- 
mendation, becauſe T am unwilling to raiſe Envy to your Lord- 
ſhip, who are too juſt not to defire*that Praiſe ſhou'd be com- 
municate{ to others, which was the common Endeavour and 
Co-operation of all. 'Tis enough, .»»y Lord, that your own. 
Part was neither obſcure in it, nor unhazardous. And if ever 
this excellent Government, ſo well eſtabliſh'd by the Wiſdom of 
our Forefathers; and'fo much ſhaken by the Folly of this Age, 
ſhall recover its ancient Splendor, Poſterity Gannot be fo un- 
grateful, as to forget thoſe, who in the- worſt of Times, have 
ſtood undaunted by their King and Countrey, and for the Safe- 
guard of both, have exposd themſelves to-the malice of falſe 
Patriots, and the madneſs of an headfſtrong Rabble.

'Tis not, my Lord, that 
any Man delights to ſee himſelf paſquin'd and affronted by their 
inyeterate Scriblers, but on the other fide it ought to be our Glo- 
ry, that themfelves believe not of us what they write. Reaſona- 
ble Men, are well fatisfy'd for whoſe ſakes the venom of their 
Party 1s ſhed: on ns; becauſe they ſee that at the ſame time, our 
Adverſarics ſpare not thoſe to whom they owe Allegiance and 
Veneration. Their Deſpair has puſh'd them to break thoſe Bonds; 
and -tis obſervable, that the lower they are driven, ue more 
violently they write : As Lucifer and his Companions were only 
proud when Angels, but grew malicious when Devils. Let 
them rail, ſince 'tis the only ſolace of their miſeries, and the on- 
ty revenge, which, we hope,.they now can take.
